GE FAILS 


‘A: 23-year-old Macedonian migrant charged with 
attempting to bribe two policemen, was cleared at a 


Williamstown court hearing last week. 


_Mr. Geoff Hoare, S.M., also “dismissed” an’ alfegation of 
' police corruption given by the Macedonian in evidence. 


Before .the court was 
Gurein ' (George) Dervu- 
-soski, of, -North Road, 
Newport. He told Mr. 
Hoare he had lived in Aus- 
tralia for two years. 

.  Dervusoski was charged 
with offering a bribe to 
Sen, Const. Peter Ryan 
and Sen.- Const. Laurie 
Walsh, of Newport police. 
He also faced charges of 
exceeding the 60, kmh 
speed limit, of failing to 

give a left-turn signal and 

of careless driving. . 

He pleaded not guilty to 


all charges. 
He also “sacked” his 
qualified interpreter, Mr, 


Sam Ramita, who had 
been translating English to 
Yugoslav and Yugoslav to 
English. 

He later said he believed 
Mr, Ramita was 
with the police, and re- 
placed him with a friend. 

The charges being heard 
had occurred in Newport 
on August ’7 and 8, 

Sen. Const, Ryan told 
the court he was on patrol 
duty in the Newport area, 
about-9.30 p.m. on August 
7

car, a Capri, travelling 
south fast and when I at- 
tempted to get behind it I

He made a turn into Col- 
lingwood Road _ without 
any iridication and the car 
 fishtailed. and swung to the 
wrong side of the road be- 
fore straightening ‘up. I 
then intercepted him. 

“The driver gave his 
name as Gurcin ,Dervu- 
Soski. He denied exceeding 
60.kmh and said ‘I can do 
40'"mph’, He said be had 
forgotten to give signals, 
arid said he had lost ¢on- 
trol of the car when it 
fishtailed. 

“At .4.05 p.m. the next 
day, Dervusoski came into 
Newport police station 
and said he wanted to 
speak to me and ‘the other| 
policeman’, Sen. Const. 
Walsh, who had been with 
me the previous evening. 
-“We went into the 
kitchen with him and he 
produced five $20 notes| 
and said: ‘This is for you, 
forget about last night’. 

“He agreed he was 
offering us money to 
forget the traffic 
charges thade the pre- 
vious night. He said he 
wanted: no trouble and 

handed over the money. 

“We informed Sen. Sgt. 
Stevens,’ the  officer-in- 
charge, and handed over 
the $100 to him. He then 
‘interviewed Dervusoski in 
the presence ,of interpreter 
Mr. Sam Ramita.” , 

Mr. Hoare SM _ then 
questioned the propriety 
of the police in providing 
Mr. Ramita as Dervu- 
soski’s interpreter in 
court, when he would ob-
